Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, Vice-President of 
the Free State Executive Council, has sent 
u- the following statement in connection 
with recent newspaper reports of alleged

of Saturday and the Sunday Independent 
on the subject of differences within the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Party is calculated 
to create a wholly false impression on 
the public mind. In particular, the sug- 
gestion that it was at any time contem- 
plated that ‘ Unionists’ should be asked 
to join the ranks. of the Cumann na 
nGaedheal Party is false. 

“No person can join the Cumann na 
nGaedheal organisation who does not 
accept fully and unreservedly its . pro- 
gramme and constitution. The public are 
entitled to know the slender straws from 
which these week-end bricks have been 
constructed. | 

“ Some time ago, shortly after the recent 
by-elections, the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party (i.e., the Cumann na “nGaedheal 
T.D.’s) had a meeting for the purpose of 
taking stóck of their political position, 
with particular reference to the somewhat 
unsatisfactory condition of their political 
organisation. 

“ At that meeting the view was generally 
expressed that the party, as a whole, was 
too large a body to enable a business-like 
discussion and consideration to be given 
to the subject. Ministers (both the ex- 
ternal Ministers and the members of the 
Executive Council) were asked to meet 
and consider the matter, with a view to 
making recommendations to the next party 
meeting. 

“We did so, and at a party meeting 
held a few days later we recommended 
that the Cumann na nGaedheal Executive 
should be seen and asked to set up a 
strong organising committee to prepare 
for pending by-elections. 

“Tt was suggested, and unanimously 
agreed, that Mr. J. J. Walsh would make 
a very suitable chairman for such a com- ; 
mittee. Mr. Blythe and myself were 
deputed to meet the Cumann na nGaed- 
heal Executive and to lay the proposals 
before them for their consideraflon. We 
met the Cumann na nGaedheal Executive 
at 5 Parnell square. I 

“There were present, to the best of 
my recollection:—Senator Mrs. Wyse 
Power, General Mulcahy, Mr. Batt 
O'Connor, T.D.; Proiessor Michael 
Tierney, Mr, T. Montgomery, solicitor 
(Treasurer); Mr. Denis McCullough, 
Seumas Dolan, *T.D.; Mr. 
William Sears, T.D.; Mr. Martin Conlan, 
Councillor McIntyre, and Mr. Seumas 
Hughes (General Secretary). - Át that 
meeting, after some discussion, a_resolu- 
tion proposed by General Mulcahy, | 
seconded by Mr. William Sears, and 
unanimously agreed to, set up an organis- 
ing committee, under the chairmanship of 
Mr. J. J. Walsh, to prepare for and 
conduct the coming by-elections. The 
committee, which was given power to add 
to its number by co-option, was con- 
stituted as follows :—Chairman, Mr. J. J.

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SIR GEORGE BUCHANAN. 


Sir George Buchanan, who died on Satur- 
day, was the last British Ambassador to 
Russia during the Tsarist régime. Two other 
famous diplomatic figures of the war haye 
tame wet him this Errse Edward 

en and M. Paul Cambon. 

Born in 1854, the son of a distinguished 
diplomat, who had _ himself. served as 
Ambassador to Russia, Sir George spent a 
Jong and honourable career as British repre- 
sentative in several capitals; but his seven 
years’ service at Pet was the most 
memorable period of his whole life. His 
repeated warnings to the Tsar, that unless 
Russia was governed with a more liberal 
spirit disaster would overtake the Monarchy, 
vent unheeded. Not very long after the creation 
of the Soviet Republic Sir George Buchanan 
retired from his post as Salneundae at 
Petrograd, and no successor was appointed. 
In 1919 Sir George became British Ambassador 
at Rome, and two years afterwards. retired 
from the diplomatic service. Last ‘year he 
published his memoirs, and on one or two 
occasions came out of his retirement to defend 
himself against the attacks of Russian ref 
reactionaries, who accused him of encouraging 
the revolution. Sir George was extremely 
hostile to the Bolshevik Power.

“new economic policy.” The delegation 
say that the economic restoration is ‘ very 
rapid.’’ But there is still a great deal of 
leeway to make up, The Jnternational 
Labour Review, the organ of the Labour 
Department of the League of Nations, states 
in ‘ts number: for last month that in Russia 
“- real wages are not more than 65 per cent. 
of pre-war wages,"’ and that the material 
condition of ‘workers is so lew that “it is 
doubtful whether mm can increase their ont- 
put.” On many other important matters— 
as, for example, wages and the position of 
trade unions, to which fact their attention 
was drawn before they &started—they are still 
silent. It wil) be instructive to learn what 
opinions they have formed upon them, and 
to see how they reconcile their views with 
the frank admissions made by the leading

THE POSITION OF M. HERRIOT... 


From Tue TIMgA CORRESPONDENT. 
. PARIS Sunday. 

There is no immediate political danger íor 
M. Herriot io the Communist issue. On the 
contrary, he and his Radical friends have used 
the’ French public's fear of an alleged Com- 
munist plot to strengthen the Cartel des 
Gauecheá by forcing the Socialists definitely 
to ignore the extremists on their Left. The 
Nationalist movement _ started

“Millerand, the former President of the Re- 


public, and by General de Castelnau, 
although it corresponds to the feeling of a 
large mass of the public, is not in itself 
dangerous, because it is extra-Parliamentary, 
and the Chamber of Deputies, secure for a few 
years, will not react to it unless something 
really catastrophic happens. 

Old Parliamentary hands know that if M. 
Herriot falls his fall wil! be brought about, 
not by a movement in the country, but by a 
change in the mentality of the Chamber. 
This .change cap. oceur- only in 
connection with two matters—finance 
and the _ religious issue. The religious 
issue will come up first when the Govern- 
ment’s proposal to abolish the Embassy to 
the Vatican is discussed. in connection with 
the estimates for the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs. 

If it had not been for M. Herriot’s illness 
this discussion would have taken place before 
Christmas, and it is said that M. Briand, who 
is bound by his previous utterances in favour 
of the maintenance of the Embassy, was glad 
of the opportunity which his attendance at 
the League Council meeting seemed to give 
him of remaining in Rome while the question 
was being discussed. 

But now the foreign affairs estimates will 
not come up for discussion unti] January, and 
M. Briand and his group will be forced to 
define their attitude, or this is very likely 
to bring about a crisis of considerable im- 
portance.

DERRY AND DONEGAL.

From Oung POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


DERRY, Sunday. 
Having concluded their tour of the 
border counties, the Boundary Commis- 
sioners will leave Derry for Dublin to- 


morrow. 

The Derry /ournal, referring to the visit 
of the Nationalist deputation to the Commus- 
sion on Saturday last, states that the Chair- 
man informed the deputation that the Com- 
mission had no powers to hold a plebiscite 
for the purpose of ascertaining the wishes ot 
the inhabitants. No provision had been made 
in: the Treaty: for: taking a- vote, but all 
records, sheluding census figures and resulis 
of elections, would be taken into account. 
Another interesting tit-bit of . information 
elicitéd was that, in carrying out the work 
with which they are charged, the Commis- 
sioners would not have regard to histone 
considerations. 

On Saturday afternoon the Commiuasionece 
were visited by a representative party of 
Derry Nationalists, led by Mr. John Tracey, 
solicitor. With Mr. Tracey were :—-The Kev. 
W. McFeely, B.D., P.P., Waterside; the 
Rev. L. Hegarty, Adm., Derry; ex-Alderman 
B. Bonner, Secretary of the local Boundary 
Committee, and Messrs. W. J. Doherty, 
M.B.1.A.; P. J. McGrath, M-R.LA.; F. ©. 
Travers, and J. Logue. The party had & 
pretty long interview with the Commissioners. 

Later in the afternoon the members of the 
Commission interviewed some of the principal 
Unionists of the city. ‘They had half an 
hour’s chat with Mr. T. F. Cooke, H.M.L., 
and at the Gaildhall they, interviewed the 
Mayor, Mr. Scott Moore, J:P.; the Town 
Clerk, Sir H. Miller, and the President of 
Derry Chamber of Commerce, Mr. R. Watson. 
At the offices of Messrs. McCrea and Farland 
they talked with Sir H. McFarland, and they 
also visited Mr. Shaw, the Chief Surveyor of 
Customs. 

In the afternoon the Commissioners set out 
on a tour of North Donegal, taking in the 
peninsula of Inishowen. They went wia 
Buncrana. where, at the -Civie Guards’ 
Barracks, the cars stopped, and Sergeant 
Hartigan, of the Civic Guards, was taken on 
the leading car as guide. Instructions had 
been given te the Free State Customs officials 
to waive the regulations in the case of the 
Comreissioners. Going towards Buncrana 


the Commissioners called on Senator 
McLoughlin, but he was not at his place of 
business. : 

The Commissioners. then proceeded through 
Drumfries, on to Carndonagh, and into 
Moville without stopping. At Moville they 
visited Cernagarve House, the seaside. resi- 
dence of the Most Rev. Dr. McHugh, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Derry. They had twenty 


then returned by the direct route along Lough 
Foyle to Derry. 

This afternoon the Commissioners, sccom- 
panied by the Mayor of Derry, drove out as 
far as Newtowncunningham. They ascended 
the Grianan of Aileach Hill, from which they 
had a view of the frontier line from Culmore 
round to Carrigans. On the return Journey 
they called at the residence of Colonel Harte, 
of Kilderry, a prominent East Donegal 
Unionist, with whom they had tea. ‘the 
Commissioners reached Derry at six o'clock 
this evening. : 

To-morrow, it is understood, they, will 
receive Mr. George Leeke, M.P., a member 
of the Northern Parliament, with Professor 
MacNeill for Derry City and County The 
tour is expected to conclude in the afternoon. 


FERMANAGH COUNTY COUNCIL’S 
ATTITUDE, 


At the meeting of Fermanagh (County 
Council, Mr. James Cooper, Chairman, re- 
ferred to the recent visit of the Boundary 
Commission to Enniskillen. He said that 
Sir Basil Brooke, S:r C. Falls and himself, 
with the Secretary and Solicitor to the Coun- 
cil, told the Commissien that befcre deciding 
to give evidence they desired to get intorma- 
tion in regard io the Commission and its 
powers. They wished to know whether the 
Commission preposed to hear evidence re- 
garding the proposed change of the Boundary 
or only in regard to straightening ‘out the 
present anomalies on both sides of the 
border. Mr. Justice .Feetham could not 
answer the question, and desired to have it 
put in writing.
